' Efterday, bcing the 26th, I received Advice from the Count /e Lanoy, Maj r-Gene- 

r-l, and Governour ef the City and Czſtle of Huy.That the Count de Gurſcard, Ge» 

verno'ir of Namur, ſent from time to time, D-tachments of that Garriton to ferch 

Paliſado*. from near Seylen, about two Leagues from Namwr; 1 had alſo advice, 

thai be was to make once Nerachment the 261h at nighr, which, as 1 was affur'd, would coun» 

fiſt but of 34.0 Men, at moſt ; whereupon 1 ordered 3v0 Foot of the Gerrifon of Hyy, and 2:0 

Dr-goors of the Regiment of ſ«mirr, and of that of Ezmate7, making inall 500 men of che 

Forces of the Prince uf Liege, Com:nar.ded by Collonel Camargo, who bad IultruQions to 

Jay 8n Ambuſcade n'ar the piace where they fercht their Pa}. ſado's, fo thar he might fall upon 

them ar the very time tnat they were coming out of their Birks : In ſtead of 3ov he found «- 

bove 10v0, C:mmanded by the Price of Herrichemon, who bad under tym the Marqueis of 

Hequincourt, Governour ot Percn, and the Marqueſs i Fros : Tix Number .did not »ff-ighe 

our Men, who charged them ſo vigor-:uſly,and lo ſcaſonabiy, chat they were ovrzerly Deteat- 

ed, we hsving t8ken and braught 4co Priſuners cv Hay : 30 Olihcers, whoſe Narags are nn- 
der, end one of their Lorg- Boats, 


I muſt tell you that in this ARtion, our 500 Meas have perfory.ed all that could be expeRted from 
Brave Soldiers, cyery Man havieg breught bis Prilocer beſides the Slain and the Wounded, which 
z2re ja preat Number, Collows! Gamergo behaved himielt like a valiant and Experienced Command- 
er;Collonel FPrangle, Majors Nottumn and Sc 0085 dic alio particularly diftisgu!lh themſelves. This 


js all ) can give you of this Aﬀtion, of which 1 expe more particulars z on our fide we loſt no more 
than ſix Men.

Yrs. you will b:very glad co know the loſs which the French have received the 27 [aftant, 

in an AQtion near Se/tn, between a Detachment of this Garriſon, ard another of Narur, 

The 26th 1 was adviſed that the © ome de Guiſcard, had a D: fign to ſend a Guard for the Securiry 
of the Barks, that were co fetch the Paliſacor, which chey had cut near Spinote, and intended for the 
Portifications of N:mur, I propoſed to the Connt de Tiily, to ſend me 286 Dragoons in Order te a\- 
fiſt me in the furprizing them, which he did, 1 Ordered 380 Men of this Garriſon, to marci2 out 
withcut any roi'e, commanded by Collonel Camargo, Lieutenant Collogel IVrangle, and Mcijor 
Nottum, and 2:0 Dragons under Major Scbr00ts, who marched with ſuch Diligence and Secrecy, 
ti»at Oh the 27th about 4 of the Clock in the Morning, they diſcovered the firfl Ceatiael of the Enemy, 
ve0 bring lurpiized cogriber with the ſecond» Our Infantry and Pragoons Attack't the Enemy with 
that Life 2nd Bravery ; that in leſs thar. a Quarter of an Meur they were diſorder'd, 2nd 21k'd Quars 
ter, except 1592 who eſcaped in the Contuſton, althothey were muck Rironger chan vs, beſides they 
had Dragcons and Foot beating in the Woods : S2that the ARtion nivſt be own'd as very Brave, 
ſince wetrook as a1atiy Þ;iloners as we were in Number, together with two acw Barks made 2: Ni. 
mur, 1lailoitnd you here a Liſt of the Officers and Soldiers that are Frifoncrs, lam yours, &c,
